Damage to' the extent of 55,000 was 


done at the Conncllsvllle pi.ml of the 
Plttsburg Brewing Company yester- 
day afternoon when a five foot fly- 
wheel on ihe r>0 kitowat d>n;-.rno burst 
and scattered chunks of II>lng metal 
In all directions,. The mcnjn the en- 
Blue room at the time had n miracu- 
lous escape from serious Injury. 


Tho spring governor on the flywheel 


got out of Older and caused the engine 
to run away. The flywheel was mak- 
ing about 2.000 revolutions pel- minute, 
when it gave nwny. H shattered and 
"ent pieces of steel In all directions. 
One chunk out of the flywheel went 
sailing through the ^ceiling of the en- 
Blue room and tore a hole through 
the Iloor above. Other heavy portions 
played havoc with the steam and am- 
monia pipes. One of

tanks, located near the d.\ namo, was 
shattered. 


Engineer Thomas II. McOuIre had .1 


narrow escape. 
He used good Judg- 


ment In not attempting to reach tho 
throttle of tho engine which ran tho 
dynamo. 
Had ho done so he would 


have received the full force of 
tho 


bursting flywheel. 


Instead of that McGnlre ran out of 


the online- room and hurried to the 
boilers, where he shut off the steam 
lines feeding the engines.

Just left the engine room on this mis-' 
slon when the wheel gave way. The 
room was filled with noxious fumes oC 
ammonia'. Others In the engine room 
at the time got out quickly. 


It will be several days before the 


damage .can be repaired. It Is not be- 
lieved that the dynamo has been dam- 
aged although Its base was cracked. 
The cylinder head of the engine run- 
ning It blew out us .1 result of tho ex- 
cessive speed. 
Under normal condi- 


tions the engine makes only about 50 
revolutions per minute. 


The plant will be out of commission, 


until the ammonia and steam lines 
can be repaired ami tho engine and 
dynamo fixed up. 
II will be three or 


four days, at the earliest, before work' 
can be resumed.
